During this time, councils across Wales have had 
to deal with the consequences of austerity admin¬ 
istered by his Government. I will agree that in the 
early years of austerity, there were savings to be 
made with little consequence to council services but 
in later years, it has been impossible to make sav¬ 
ings without having a devastating effect on the very 
services which are supposed to support the most 
vulnerable in our society. 

The effect of continuing austerity has meant that 
local authorities have had to increase Council Tax to 
maintain these essential services, the burden moving 
to them rather than UK and Wales Governments to 
fund them.

Where is the 
investment? 

I N your article ‘MP furious at (Council) 
tax increases’(Cowbridge andLlantwit 
Gem, February 20) you quote Alun 
Cairns as claiming that he had ‘negotiated 
a new settlement which sees Wales receive 
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£120 for every £100 spent in England’. 

Mr Cairn’s ‘£120 for every £100 spent in 
England’ relates to the a nn ual block grant Wales 
receives from Westminster to cover public expendi¬ 
ture in devolved areas of government, specifically 
to any consequential payments added to match any 
activity undertaken by England in these areas. 

All political commentators, with the exception 
of the Tory Government, have always argued that 
public expenditure levels between regions ought 
to be dictated by need rather than population size, 
a concept first mooted in 2010 by the independent 
Holtham Commission. 

So Mr Cairns’ contribution has involved finally 
giving ground after 10 years of Welsh Assembly 
pressure to a needs-based, not population-based, 
formula. 

Without agreeing to review what ratio this should 
be, they have settled on £120 for every £100, £5 
above the current level of £115, which happens to 
be the level recommended by the original Holtham 
Commission. 

The £120 also only becomes available if England 
actually spend the £100 in the first place. And the 
succession of austerity budgets that the Tory party 
have delivered over this past decade have seen 
Wales’s Block Grant, in both real terms and per 
capita, decline by 5% since 2011-12. 

This has resulted in the Welsh Government hav¬ 
ing to divert funds intended for local councils to 
cover the deficit, which in turn has meant these 
councils having themselves to increase their rates to 
fund their operations. 

So the rise in rates so strongly condemned by Mr 
Cairns is a direct result of his own government’s 
austerity policies. 

Mr Cairns also conveniently omits to mention 
that the £120 for £100 so called deal only relates 
to devolved activities, the block grant only actually 
accounting for a quarter of Welsh Public Expendi¬ 
ture. 

Looking at the total spend, Wales comes in at 
only £111 per head above England’s £100, which 
must mean that there are areas of government, spe¬ 
cifically non devolved areas still handled by West¬ 
minster, where England’s spend must be decidedly 
greater than Wales. 

And such is the case, particularly in the area of 
investment as opposed to social protection. Wales, 
while accounting for 8% of the railway network, 
only receives 1% of Network Rail investment, and 
this is before we have added the £100bn for HS2 
into the equation. 

Research and Development spend is £5 a head in 
Wales, compared to £54 just in London. 

Where is this investment Mr Cairns talks about? 

I feel Mr Cairns has misled and misinformed us 
a touch. 

Is it not time that he stopped being the Con¬ 
servative Party’s obedient mouthpiece in Wales, 
and fulfilled his proper job description positively 
representing Wales (previously) and the Vale of 
Glamorgan in Westminster?.

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Family made homeless after severe 
storm battered their home

A MOTHER and daughter 
have been made homeless 
after a severe storm caused 
nearly £20,000 worth of 
damage to their home in 
Barry. 

Extremely strong winds blew 
the roof off of Ceri Baker’s 
property in Pendine Close 
recently - leaving it completely 
uninhabitable. 

Ms Baker, aged 57, and her 
13-year-old daughter Jessica 
Sheppard have been forced to 
split up and start sofa surfing 
with family after Storm Dennis 
wreaked havoc last month. 

As well as taking the roof off, 


the storm also caused ceilings 
and walls to crumble, large cracks 
to appear and left the property 
water-logged. 

Ms Baker, whose son Craig 
killed himself last year, revealed 
she doesn’t know what’s going to 
happen now as she did not have 
home insurance - and now faces a 
£17,000 repair bill. 

She explained that she chose to 
take out life insurance instead of 
home cover because her husband 
David died in 2006 when she 
was just six-months pregnant with 
Jessica. 

She told the Glamorgan GEM: 
“I do not know where I stand as I 
am not insured. 

“It was either life insurance or 
house insurance and I chose life 
insurance because Jess’ dad died 
when he was young. 


“Living in the middle with two 
houses either side, I just didn’t 
think anything like this would 
ever happen. 

“I haven’t got a clue what is 
going to happen now. It’s all a bit 
up in the air.” 

Ms Baker, who has moved into 
her sister’s home in Barry, said 
the hardest part of the “night¬ 
mare” ordeal was being separated 
from her daughter Jessica, who is 
living with her cousin on the other 
side of town. 

She said: “It is really, really 
hard. Me and my daughter have 
been separated. 

“It has been very hard on 
Jessica. 

“My dad is in hospital at the 
moment, this is the last thing I 
need right now. 

“I have been split up from my 



daughter and that is the 
worst bit.” 

Ms Baker’s niece 
Natalie Meredith has 
now launched an online 
fundraising appeal to 
help get her aunty back 
on her feet. 

Ms Meredith said: 
“Storm Dennis caused 
the roof of my aunty’s 
home to completely 
come off, leaving them 
unable to go back home. 

“Since then, the house 
has deteriorated and 
the ceilings have fallen 
down and flooded inside 
the house. 

“Ceri is on benefits 
and is unable to fix 
the roof as she has no 
funds and no-one who 
can help, so I am asking 
people to donate what 
they can to help Ceri and 
Jessica reunite and have 
their home back as they 
are sofa surfing through 
family.”

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Calls for prosecution after teen plunged to 
his death at Majorca hotel

PRIME Minister Boris Johnson has been 
urged to put pressure on the Spanish author¬ 
ities to instigate a criminal prosecution after a 
teenager from the Vale of Glamorgan 
died at a hotel abroad. 

Thomas Channon, from Rhoose, 
died after falling some seven 
floors over a knee-high wall 
at the Eden Roc Complex 
in Majorca in July 2018. 

The 18-year-old had 
taken a trip abroad with 
a group of friends to 
celebrate the end of their 
A-Level exams and had 
been out watching a World 
Cup football match on the 
night of the fall. 

An inquest into the youngster’s 
death, held last year, heard that the spot where 
Mr Channon fell was “dangerous” because of the low 
height of the wall and large drop on the other side. 

Mr Channon was the third holidaymaker to die at the 
hotel in a year with Thomas Hughes, aged 20, dying in 
similar circumstances just a month earlier. 

Coroner Graeme Hughes said that Mr Channon’s death 
could have been prevented if simple safety steps - includ¬ 
ing erecting a fence - were taken after Mr Hughes’ death. 

Vale of Glamorgan MP Alun Caims this week called on 


the Prime Minister to step in and help secure justice for 
Thomas and his family. 

Mr Caims said during Prime Minister’s Questions 
yesterday: “My constituent Tom Channon tragically died 
at the Eden Roc Complex in Majorca in July 2018 in an 
accident that was preventable and avoidable. 

“This was just five weeks after Tom Hughes from 
Wrexham fell to his death at the same site in 
similar circumstances. Nothing had been 
done to make the area safe.” 

He told the House of Commons: 
An independent surveyor’s 
report shows significant health 
and safety deficiencies. 

“Tom’s parents John and 
Ceri Channon have been 
calling for a criminal case 
to be brought against those 
responsible. 

“Will the Prime Minister use 
all his influence to press the Spanish 
authorities to instigate a criminal pros¬ 
ecution that will not only seek justice for 

Tom, bit will also facilitate improved health and safety 
standards across accommodation in Majorca to help pre¬ 
vent similar tragedies in the future.” 

The Prime Minister replied: “I thank my Right 
Honourable friend very much for raising what sounds like 
an appalling case and Em sure the whole House will join 
with me in expressing our deepest sympathies to Tom’s 
family and friends. To seek justice for Tom, I am very 
happy to ask the Foreign Office to begin talks with him and 
then, of course, our Spanish counterparts.”

Conservative group 
celebrate after Barry 
incinerator vote 


CONSERVATIVES on the Vale 
Council are claiming that by winning a 
vote in council last week, they have put 
significant obstacles in place to stop the 
Biomass plant in Barry from operating. 

A Conservative debate calling on the Welsh 
Government to issue a ‘Discontinuance Order’ 
on the Barry Biomass plant was passed last 
Wednesday at a meeting of the full council. 

As a result of the vote the Vale Council is now 
required to hold an independent inquiry to look at 
potential errors in planning decisions taken by its 
Planning Committee relating to the incinerator. 

The motion - tabled by the Conservative Group 
- also called on the Vale Council to consider 
taking enforcement action on the development. 

The debate came after news emerged that 
the industry regulator Ofgem has now changed 
its listing of the plant to “live”. The change in 
status means that the plant is now receiving RO 
subsidies. 

The Vale Conservative group leader, Cllr 
Vincent Bailey, said the vote showed that the 
local authority is “at last speaking for Barry 
residents”. 

He said: “This is a significant victory for the 
campaign to stop the Barry Incinerator and it’s a 
huge relief that the council is at last speaking for 
Barry residents. 

“Serious mistakes have been made in allowing 
the incinerator to be built so close to local 
residents, and it’s a matter of huge regret that no 
Environmental Impact Assessment has ever been 
undertaken on the plant. 

“The Vale Council has taken a collective 


stance to oppose the incinerator, and the pressure 
is now on Welsh Government to take appropriate 
action. 

“The developers cannot be allowed to creep 
this plant into full production without proper 
planning consent, and without ever having sat¬ 
isfied public concerns over the damage it could 
do.” 

Cllr Bailey is now calling for prompt action 
from the Council and Welsh Government, fol¬ 
lowing the vote. 

He said: “Residents have been waiting for 
nearly two years for the Welsh Government to 
decide whether to impose an Environmental 
Impact Assessment. But they can do something 
much more significant now and step in with a 
Discontinuance Order.” 

He added that the council should act quickly to 
set up an independent inquiry. 

Cllr Neil Moore, the Leader of the Vale 
Council, said: “The purpose of the motion was 
to seek an independent review of the council’s 
determination of all planning applications related 
to the Biomass plant. 

“Until that review is undertaken there should 
be no talk of errors or holding people to account. 

“It would be prejudicial to any review to use 
the language that Cllr Bailey has used. He has 
clearly made up his mind regarding the planning 
process and the decisions that were taken. 

“Talking of stopping the biomass plant is 
highly inappropriate, misleading and gives false 
hope to many residents who have concerns. Far 
better to hold the independent review, and that 
review will then inform the next steps.”

Council comes up with new 
plan for primary schools 


THE Vale Council has announced a change 
of heart over the future of Y Bont Faen 
Primary School in Cowbridge. 

Last November, the council announced plans to 
close the school and instead build a large 420- 
place primary school in the grounds of Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School. 

That new school would be part of the comprehen¬ 
sive school - a model already in place in Ysgol Bro 
Morgannwg in Barry. 

This plan was opposed by Y Bont Faen’s governors, 
who said they could see no benefit in a ‘straight- 
through’ school where primary pupils moved automat¬ 
ically into the secondary school. 

The governors also accused the Vale Council of 
failing to invest in the fabric of the school, saying that 
it had suffered from a “despicable” lack of investment. 

Now, the council has published revised plans which 
it says will “meet the increasing demand for English 
medium primary school places in Cowbridge”. 

The new plan involves keeping Y Bont Faen Primary, 
but also building a smaller new school with 210 places 
in the grounds of Cowbridge Comprehensive. This 
would still be a ‘straight through’ school. 

The Vale Council said that the consultation into its 
proposals had closed in January with 67 per cent of 
respondents opposing the proposal. 

A spokesperson said: “As a result, the council has 
listened to the feedback from parents, teaching staff, 
governors and local councillors and has revised the 
proposals. 

A council spokesperson insisted: “There is still a 
need to meet increased demand for primary school 
places in Cowbridge. However, there was little sup¬ 
port for amalgamating Y Bont Faen Primary with 
Cowbridge Comprehensive School and, having 
considered the feedback received, another feasible 
proposal has been identified.” 

Under the revised proposals, the council would seek 
to change the age range of Cowbridge Comprehensive 
School from 11-19 to 3-19. 

The capacity of Cowbridge Comprehensive School 
would also be increased to accommodate 210 primary 
school places, with an additional 48 part-time nursery 
places available. 

Therefore, a new primary school building would be 
constructed on the site of Cowbridge Comprehensive 


School. 

Y Bont Faen Primary school, as a result, would 
remain on its current site with its existing capacity. 

Cllr Lis Burnett, the Vale Council’s deputy leader 
and cabinet member for education and regeneration, 
said: “It was clear from responses to the previous 
consultation that there is an emotive attachment to Y 
Bont Faen Primary school and its current site. 

“There are also strong links to the community 
given its current proximity to Cowbridge town centre 
and an ambition in the town to promote and maintain 
sustainable travel. “Therefore, we have listened to the 
feedback from parents, teachers and the governing 
body and under the revised proposals, Y Bont Faen 
Primary School would remain as it is. 

“Some concerns were raised about the state of the 
current school building and these will be addressed 
at a later stage. Parents also raised concerns about the 
affect the previous proposals would have on the teach¬ 
ing staff and ethos of Y Bont Faen Primary School. 

“Whilst these concerns were mitigated in the detail 
provided under the consultation, we hope that the new 
proposal will be seen as a positive alternative.” 

The Gem approached the governing body for com¬ 
ment, but none had been received as we went to press. 

However, given the governors earlier remarks about 
investment in the fabric of the school, it is likely that 
they will be looking for clarification on this issue. 

The council will need to undertake a statutory 
consultation on the new proposals, under the School 
Organisation Code. If approved by cabinet on March 
9, this consultation would run from March 16 until 
May 1. 

Vale MP Alun Caims said: “The Vale Council’s 
statement on the proposed school merger, unfortu¬ 
nately, raises more questions than it answers. With one 
hand, the Council is closing schools like Llancarfan 
and on the other is building new schools with no 
explanation of where the pupils will be coming from.” 
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Cast meet evacuee ahead 
of wartime play 


PENARTH Operatic and 
Dramatic Society (PODS) will 
be staging the wartime drama 
Goodnight Mister Tom , based 
on the book of the same name 
by Michelle Magorian, at the 
Paget Rooms later this month. 

The story centres around evacuee, 
William Beech, and this week Sam 
Dacey, who plays William, and the 
other children in the cast met up with a 
real evacuee to find out what life during 
the war was really like for children who 
were moved from their homes. 

Brian Gardner, a long-standing 
member of PODS, was evacuated along 
with hundreds of other children from 
Cardiff in 1940 at the age of five. 

“I was away from home for several 
years during the war,” said Brian to the 
children as they asked him about his 
experiences as an evacuee. 

“I lived with a lovely family and 
moving to the countryside seemed like 
a great adventure at the time.” 

When the children asked Brian 
whether he missed his family during his 
time as an evacuee, he told them that he 
went home at Christmas and Easter but 
that he also made lots of new friends 
in the village amongst other evacuees. 

Many children who were evacuated 
during the Second World War have 
fascinating stories to tell about their 
time away from home. Meeting Brian 
and talking to him about his experi¬ 
ences was like a living history lesson 
for the children in the Goodnight Mister 
Tom cast. 

“My character is an evacuee who 
is sent away during the war, so it was 
amazing to talk to someone who had 
actually done this,” said Sam Dacey. 

The play’s director, Kim Hemiman, 
said: “Most children today couldn’t 
imagine being sent away from home to 
live in a strange place with people they

had never met. We felt it was important for 
the children in the cast to hear what it was 
really like from someone who had been an 
evacuee. We’re really grateful to Brian for 
sharing his memories with us - his recollec¬ 
tions were fascinating and brought a tear to 
many an eye in the room.”

A FAMILY has said it is overwhelmed 
by the support from the community 
to raise money for a mother’s cancer 
treatment.

THE Vale of Glamorgan Council and 
the County’s 50+ Strategy Forum have 
launched a joint initiative aimed at rais¬ 
ing awareness of the financial entitle¬ 
ments available to older persons.

• Discounts when eating out, visiting the cinema 
or certain historic sites. 

Cllr Ben Gray said: “There are a number of 
financial entitlements available to older persons, 
depending on their circumstances, to help with the 
cost of living, but sadly many residents simply do 
not realise they qualify for these advantages. 

“We offer a Council Tax reduction in certain 
instances; it may also be possible to boost your 
pension or receive an extra allowance if a carer.

The 
children were looking 
forward to more St 
David’s Day events at 
school on Monday. We 
wore our daffodils and 
thought of the Tittle 
things’ or ‘pethau bach’ 
we could do as St David 
encouraged us. 

That message was 
echoed throughout the 
day in concerts and 
services including the 
Fairtrade service at 
Hope Methodist Church 
in Cadoxton where we 
heard from Jenipher 
Wattaker, a Ugandan 
coffee grower but also a 
mother and grandmother 
who spoke of the impor¬ 
tance of Fair Trade 


to the women she is 
leading in the Mt Elgon 
region of Uganda and 
the impact of climate 
change in her country 
causing landslides, 
destroying life and land. 
So I am encouraging the 
Welsh Government to 
find ways we can help 
her with the export of 
her coffee to Wales. 

The sun came out 
on March 1 following 
Storm Jorge which 
caused more flooding 
following Storms Dennis 
and Ciara the previous 
week, which devastated 
parts of Wales. Rising 
water flooded roads as 
I was out visiting and 
contacting communities 
in the Vale where there 
was risk of flooding. 
My visit to businesses 
on Monday revealed 
the extent of damage in 
one area that has experi¬ 
enced previous events. 

What was very clear 
from my visits was the 
strength of community 
support from friends, 
relatives and neigh¬ 
bours, often unknown to 
each other, who came 
out to volunteer with 
the ‘clear up’ over the 
weekend so that busi¬ 
nesses could continue to 
serve their customers on 
Monday. 

This was reflected in 
my visit to Llanhileth 
Miners Institute on 
Friday in my minis¬ 
terial capacity where 
over 200 homes were 
flooded and the local 
Miners Institute worked 
flat out to support 
those made homeless 


providing three meals a 
day with volunteers and 
donations pouring in to 
help. Many had already 
received £500 from 
the Welsh Government 
as part of the £10m 
Emergency Relief 
Scheme made available 
working in partnership 
with local authorities to 
administer the 
scheme and provide 
advice and support. 

The Minister for 
Environment made a 
Statement last week on 
the impact of the storms 
reporting that at the peak 
of Storm Dennis there 
were 61 flood alerts, 89 
flood warnings and two 
severe river warnings in 
force. At its peak 900 
tonnes of water per sec¬ 
ond were flowing down 
the River Taff. 

The First Minister 
Mark Drakeford 
chaired an emergency 
Summit on February 
19 announcing support 
for businesses and high 
streets. Business Wales 
is ready to support those 
businesses that have 
been affected and they

From beach raker to film maker 


RUSSELL Morgan from Barry has 
cleaned Whitmore Bay for nearly 20 
years. 

Combing the sand every morning in his tractor, he 
has unearthed something hidden - not gold or silver, 
but a hidden talent for on-screen performance! 

Russell said: “I’d always had an interest in acting; 
it was only by chance that my cousin Rob Jenkins 
asked me to play a small role as a bailiff in one 
of his films. It was from that small role that Rob 
decided to cast me in another of his films, touching 
on depression. Rob said he was so impressed by my 
bailiff role that he wanted to do something simple 
but something more dramatic and meaningful. We 
didn’t set out to make a film about depression, but 
that’s what we ended up with. 

“It’s a short film called Another Day that sees 
a man make his way through life trying to be as 
normal as he can, while battling internal, debili¬ 
tating mental stresses. We tried to give the film an 
up-lifting story which shows there is hope when 
you’re feeling hopeless.

THERE was more damage 
and delays over the weekend 
as Wales faced its third storm 
in four weeks. 

Storm Jorge, pronounced ‘hor-hay’, 
hit the UK on Friday bringing heavy 
rain and strong winds which wreaked 
havoc in the Vale of Glamorgan, 
Bridgend, and Ogmore Vale 

By 1pm on Friday, February 28, the 
roads from Pontyclun to Cowbridge 
were almost impassable with drivers 
crawling 10 to 20 miles per hour due to 
flooding on Cowbridge Road. 

Residents in Aberthin were in the 
streets trying to clear the drains of silt 
as water flowed from the fields and 
caused the village, around The Hare 
and Hounds Pub, to flood just off the 
A4222 and around the bend leading to 
Cowbridge High School. 

The road under the M4 bridge to the 
motorway, heading through Ruthin and 
past St Mary’s Golf Club, was closed 
by police as water was so deep on 
Friday that despite drivers attempting 
the area with caution, their vehicles 
were still breaking down. 

There were a few accidents on 
the M4 over the weekend as road 


conditions were poor with surface 
water and spray. 

Trains were cancelled and delayed 
as the lines were flooded, such as at 
Llanharan and Pontyclun. 

Meanwhile in areas like Barry and 
Ogmore Vale, businesses and homes 
were once again flooded, or damaged 
by the wind and the rain. 

The St Athan Community Centre 
was protected with sandbags, with its 
surrounding area flooded. 

Bryncethin was also hit by flood 
waters as the roundabout next to the 
Mason’s Arms was only passable 
with care, and near The Royal Oak 
was allegedly impassable on Friday 
afternoon. Cowbridge High Street also 
suffered some flooding over the week¬ 
end, with water running down the road 
and from the drains - sandbags were 
dotted around the market town over the 
weekend to protect buildings. 

The roads between Pontyclun and 
Llanharan, and around Talbot Green - 
including by Matalan Roundabout and 
the roundabout near the old L’Oriel 
Factory - were also flooded and hard 
to get through on Friday. 

Over the weekend motorists reported 
problems with the roads in the Hensol 
area which also lead from the Vale of 
Glamorgan to the M4 in Llantrisant. 

A major incident was declared by 


South Wales Police over the weekend 
along with the Met Office’s yellow 
weather warning, the least serious, for 
wind and rain lasting from Friday until 
Saturday evening. 

Chris Elmore, the MP for Ogmore 
Vale helped with the clear up from 
Storm Jorge over the weekend. 

A spokesman from Mr Elmore’s 
office said: “Chris and his constituency 
team spent a lot of Friday coordinating 
the delivery of sandbags and additional 
support to local homes and businesses, 
in conjunction with Huw Irranca- 
Davies and the local authority. 

“Thankfully it doesn’t appear that 
long-term damage has been too bad in 
most places, but Chris will be closely 
monitoring the situation in the days/ 
weeks ahead.” 

Storm Jorge battered Wales only 
two weeks after Storm Dennis -which 
came with an amber and a yellow 
weather warning - which caused 
destruction around the UK. Only a 
week earlier the UK had also suffered 
Storm Ciarra - which carried a yellow 
weather warning.

Mother's Day Offer 
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Company’s ‘troubling’ financial state raises 
questions over government’s judgement

A LUXURY car maker’s “troubling” 
money situation has prompted a prom¬ 
inent AM to call for a thorough invest¬ 
ments inquiry. 

Questions have been raised over the Welsh 
Government’s investment strategy as Aston Martin 
Lagonda revealed widening losses and slipping 
sales. 

The high-end car maker was enticed to St Athan 
in the Vale by the Labour-led government with 
nearly £20m worth of taxpayer grants in a bid to 
boost the area’s economy. 

However, a financial report released this week 
shows the struggling company’s pre-tax losses grew 
by 53% last year to £104.2million. 

Aston Martin - known for making James Bond’s 
cars of choice - also cautioned that the coronavirus 
outbreak could hit demand and supply in China, its 
fastest-growing market, which accounts for 9% of 
total wholesales. 

The business also slipped to an operating loss of 
£36.7m compared to an operating profit of £72.8m 
in 2018. 

Revenue and sales both fell by 9% with Aston 
Martin selling 5,862 vehicles, which brought in 
£997.3m. 

But the company’s debt rose by 53% to £876.2m 
last year. 

Shares were down by 12% in London only hours 
after the financial report was released last Thursday. 

The stock has fallen more than 70% since Aston 
Martin went public on October 2018 and received 
public funding from the Welsh Government. 

It has been announced that Mark Wilson, the 
company’s chief financial officer, will be stepping 
down from his role by the end of next month. 

South Wales Central AM, Andrew RT Davies, 


wrote to the National Assembly’s public accounts 
committee chairman Nick Ramsay asking his 
committee to investigate the Welsh Government’s 
investment. 

He explained: “This is a very troubling set of 
finances and behind the excitement of what seems a 
good brand and project, it once again poses serious 
questions for the Labour Welsh Government’s 
judgement and investment strategy. 

“Millions and millions of pounds of Welsh tax¬ 
payers’ cash has been thrown at Aston Martin, 
yet it appears to have been in significant finan¬ 
cial difficulty for quite some time, which is very 
concerning.” 

He said: “There is always an element of risk when 
investing in business, but where taxpayers’ money 
is concerned the public has a right to question 
whether value for money is achieved and it’s now 
paramount the Welsh Government does all it can to 
ensure both taxpayers’ cash and jobs are protected.” 

Mr Davies added: “Labour’s Welsh Government 
has a chequered past with such investments and 
their actions during this process must be fully inves¬ 
tigated and taxpayers will expect robust evidence 
that due diligence was followed. 

“As such, I have therefore written to the chairman 
of the Assembly’s Public Accounts Committee, 
Nick Ramsay, to ask whether his committee would 
be inclined to initiate an inquiry into the investment 
and partnership between Welsh Government and 
Aston Martin.” 

A spokesperson for the Welsh Government said: 
“Aston Martin’s move to St Athan was a vote of 
confidence in the skills on the Welsh workforce and 
in Wales itself. 

“The company is planning to double the size of 
its St Athan workforce to more than 600 by April 
and we look forward to seeing the first of the new 
DBX models rolling off the production line later 
this year.” 

The Gem approached Aston Martin for a com¬ 
ment, but none was forthcoming at the time of going 
to press.

Further road disruption in Dinas Powys 

THERE have been calls for contractors working to replace gas mains in Dinas Powys ensure that an adequate workforce 
is available. 

This follows news that Wales and the West Utilities intend to replace cast iron pipes along Mill Road and Penytumpike. 

Plaid Cymru community councillors have written to the company to seek assurances that the disruption is kept to a minimum. 

Chris Franks, a Plaid Community councillor, said: “We all know that this work is essential. However, the impact of excavations along one of the 
main routes into Cardiff from Barry could be horrendous. 

“Mill Road will be closed in the Cardiff direction and traffic diverted. However, for Penytumpike, there really is no alternative. The contractor must 
have a large enough work force to complete the work in the minimum of time - traffic signals will be in operation.” 

Plaid Community councillor Richard Grigg added: “In addition, Highwalls Avenue and Cefii Mount will be excavated. We have received assurances 
that access will be kept to properties, although there is bound to be inconvenience for residents. This is a large undertaking and residents will not want 
to see the roads dug up and then left with no actual work being undertaken. 

“We have also asked the county council to fully engage with the contractors and insist that inconvenience is minimised.”

Ian Christie, the managing director of water 
services at Welsh Water, said: “Our routine raw 
water monitoring programme has detected increas¬ 
ing traces of pesticides in areas we have never seen 
them before. 

“While these levels are too low to pose a risk to 
those drinking the water, they are enough to risk 
breaching rigorous drinking water standards so we 
want to work with farmers, growers and land man¬ 
agers to take action to address this issue together. 

“Even the most organised of land managers can 
find themselves with an out of date or now unli¬ 
censed product which can be difficult or expensive 
to dispose of correctly. 

“To help them, we are launching a free ‘no ques¬ 
tions asked’ disposal scheme to safely take away any 
unwanted pesticides and herbicides. 

“We know that pesticides form an essential 
and everyday role in the agricultural community. 
However, if stored, used or disposed of incorrectly, 
they can have a devastating impact on people, water 
and wildlife.

“By providing this free and confidential scheme 
across Wales, we want to work with land managers 
to reduce the risk of pollution and safeguard raw 
water quality before it reaches our water treatment 
works.” 

Minister for Environment, Energy and Rural 
Affairs, Lesley Griffiths, said: “This is a great 
initiative by Dwr Cymru and I encourage all farmers, 
growers and land managers to register for the free 
pesticide disposal scheme.

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Campaign group ‘shocked’ by shortage 
of doctors at threatened A&E unit

CAMPAIGNERS against the potential 
closure of the Royal Glamorgan Hospital’s 
A&E have called on the health minister to 
help the health board recruit the staff 
needed to make it safe. 

The group ‘Save Royal Glamorgan A&E’ have 
appealed to the health minister Vaughan Gething 
to intervene to help Cwm Taf Morgannwg Health 
Board find the A&E consultants that could keep the 
24-hour accident and emergency department open.. 

The health board says that they do not have 
enough A&E consultants at the moment to deliver a 
safe service at the Llantrisant hospital, which is why 
they’re considering these changes. 

Dr Nick Lyons, the medical director at Cwm Taf 
Morgannwg, told a packed health board meeting 
in Tylorstown last week that they are short of 17 
consultants and 20 middle grade doctors. 

A huge campaign against the possible closure of 
the service was launched when the proposals were 
made clear, with hundreds gathering at The Senedd 
alongside local representatives last month to call for 
it to be saved. 


The options being considered are to reduce the 
hours of the A&E department or close it and turn it 
into a minor injuries unit. 

Len Arthur has written to Vaughan Gething on 
behalf of the group saying it’s “increasingly clear” 
to them that the board needs support from him and 
that they are “shocked” by the level of recruitment 
that is needed. 

The letter says: “It is increasingly clear to us that 
the board needs support from you, as the Minister, 
in order to be able to achieve the aim of keeping 
a permanent 24-hour consultant-led emergency 
department at the Royal Glamorgan Hospital. 

“This is the aim that was overwhelmingly sup¬ 
ported by a vote in the Senedd on February 12, 2020, 
and remains an aim of the Cwm Taf Morgannwg 
University Health Board. 

“We are shocked at the extent of the recruitment 
that is required urgently at the Royal Glamorgan 
Hospital in order to continue to offer the current 24 
hours consultant led service. 

“At a minimum, 17 emergency consultants 
together with 20 middle grade doctors are required.” 

The letter also says that it was clear at the meeting 
that certainty as to the long term future of the 
emergency department would immensely help in the 
needed recruitment process. 


“It is our view, and one that is shared by the 
Cwm Taf Morgannwg University Health Board, 
that the existence and application of that part of the 
South Wales Programme to downgrade the Royal 
Glamorgan emergency department has led to the 
current dangerous situation and continues to blight 
the needed recruitment. 

“We believe that, as the minister, it is now time 
for you to help Cwm Taf Morgannwg to recruit the 
necessary professional staff to safely sustain the 
current 24 hour consultant led service at the Royal 
Glamorgan Hospital. 

“We believe that, following the Senedd vote 
and the clear recruitment need of the Cwm Taf 
Morgannwg, if you announce support for the con¬ 
tinuation of this current service it will help provide 
certainty for the future of the emergency department, 
and give the Cwm Taf Morgannwg the needed 
support to finally put this part of the South Wales 
Programme behind them and offer a certain employ¬ 
ment future for professional staff recruitment. 

“It would also undoubtedly help that, as the minis¬ 
ter, you supported the Cwm Taf Morgannwg recruit¬ 
ment process directly as the Welsh Government.” 

It adds that the group is still available to meet with 
the minister at any time to further explain why they 
think this step is urgently needed. 


Dr Lyons said at the health board meeting on 
February 27 that they are “leaving absolutely no 
stone unturned” in ensuring the safety and sustain¬ 
ability of all their A&Es but the Royal Glamorgan 
especially. 

He said: “We are revisiting the South Wales 
Programme recommendations to see whether they 
remain valid or not. 

“It is not a done deal that the South Wales 
Programme will go ahead.” 

“The reality is with the current dependency on 
locum doctors, the risk to safety is unacceptably 
high.” 

Dr Lyons said there have been deaths at the 
hospital which have been attributed by the coroner 
to the high dependency on agency staff. 

He said they want to have a “safe service provided 
as locally as possible.” 

He told the meeting that they had recruited two 
consultants in January but another two are due to 
retire later this year. 

A Welsh Government spokeswoman said: “We 
expect the health board to work with its partners to 
consider options and agree a sustainable model of 
care for the future.” 


Workers suffering from suspected coronavirus 
to get statutory sick pay from day one 



STATUTORY sick pay will be available 
to workers staying at home with possible 
coronavirus infections from the first day 
of illness, Boris Johnson has announced. 

Under emergency legislation to halt the spread 
of Covid-19, the Prime Minister said payments will 
be moved forward from the fourth day of sickness 
under current rules. 

The Government had been under pressure to intro¬ 
duce measures to compensate employees who are 
following health advice in not turning up for work. 

Speaking at PMQs on Wednesday, Mr Johnson 
said individuals who self-isolate are “helping to 
protect all of us by slowing the spread of the virus”. 

“If they stay at home and if we ask people to self 
isolate they may lose out financially,” he told the 
Commons. 

“So I can today announce that the Health Secretary 
will bring forward, as part of our emergency corona¬ 
virus legislation, measures to allow the payment of 
statutory sick pay from the very first day you are 
sick instead of four days under the current rules and 
I think that’s the right way forward. 

“Nobody should be penalised for doing the right 
thing.” 

Labour leader Jeremy Corbyn welcomed the 
announcement but pressed the Prime Minister on 
whether it would apply to workers not entitled to 
statutory sick pay so they would not have to make 
the “terrible choice between health and hardship”. 

Mr Johnson said he was “very much aware” of 
issues faced by the self-employed and those on zero- 
hours contracts, adding that “some of them will be 
entitled to statutory sick pay, a great many”. 

He said ministers were “urgently looking” at the 
application process for social security payments, 
when asked by Mr Corbyn if there would be protec¬ 
tion for claimants who faced sanctions for missing 
appointments. 

Employers had only been obliged to give statutory 
sick pay of £94.25 per week if workers had been ill 
for four days in a row, including days off. 

The Resolution Foundation think tank said the 
move “goes some way towards reassuring workers” 
who must self-isolate but urged the Government to 
go further. 

But research director Laura Gardiner said the 
support would not help an estimated five million 
self-employed workers and around two million 
employees who did not earn the £118-a-week to 
qualify for payments. 

“The Government should now extend coverage of 
statutory sick pay further to ensure that no worker 
loses all of their income from doing the right thing 
if they’re affected by the coronavirus, and start a 
broader review to ensure we have an adequate sick 
pay system,” she added. 


“It shouldn’t take a pandemic to prompt this.” 

Businesses welcomed the “clarity” about employ¬ 
ers’ responsibilities. 

Confederation of British Industry deputy direc¬ 
tor-general Josh Hardie said: “Employers have a big 
role to play in ensuring that self-isolation is put into 
practice fairly. Making statutory sick pay available 
from day one is an important first step.”

A SPECIAL service to mark 
the 70th anniversary of the 
Llandow air disaster, which 
claimed 80 lives, is set to take 
place later this month. 

St Michael and All Angels Church 
in Llanmihangel will be holding a 
service from 9.30am until 10.30am 
on March 15. 

After the church service, a minute’s 
silence and prayers will take place at 
the memorial stone in Sigingstone 
before refreshments at the village 
hall. 

Anyone is welcome to attend. 

The Llandow air disaster, which 
happened on March 12, 1950, was the 
world’s biggest air disaster at the time 
with 80 fatalities. 

An Avro 689 Tudor V aircraft, 


which had been privately chartered 
for a trip to Belfast to watch Wales 
Vs Ireland in the Five Nations 
Championship, left Dublin and 
headed for Llandow aerodrome. 

The plane plummeted towards the 
ground as it came to land at Llandow, 
with the right wingtip hitting the 
ground first, followed in turn by the 
plane’s nose and left wing, which 
separated from the fuselage when it 
made contact. 

The plane turned clockwise and 
finally came to a rest near a field 
beside Park Farm close to Sigingstone. 

Two passengers who were sitting 
in additional seats bolted in at the 
back of the tail section walked away 
unscathed with a third man, knocked 
unconscious in the toilet at the time of 
the crash, also surviving. 


LONG-SERVING Assembly 
Member David Melding has 
announced he will not fight to 
keep his seat in the upcoming 
Welsh Parliamentary elections.

Urbasba salon to show the learners 
how they can spot and advise male 
clients who are struggling with their 
mental health. The BarberTalk initia¬ 
tive aims to enable barbers to recog¬ 
nise the signs, ask about wellbeing, 
listen and help to act as a bridge 
between the communities they serve 
and the resources that are available 
in a safe and non-judgemental space. 

Tom Chapman said: “It’s been 
incredible teaming up with Public 
Health Wales and Cardiff and Vale 
College to deliver our BarberTalk 
training, enabling barbering students 
to recognise the signs of mental 
ill health, ask the correct questions, 
listen with empathy and without 
judgement and finally help give them 
the knowledge of the resources so 
they can help their clients find the 
help they need. 

“All the students were engaged and 
had a great understanding already, 
showing empathy and tact. Now they 
have completed BarberTalk, they 
will be prepared for a moment of 
crisis and be able to provide a safe 


environment for those in their chairs, 
enabling the Lions Barber Collective 
to reach even more people.” 

Cardiff and Vale College Deputy 
Principal Sharon James said: “The 
work done by Tom and his col¬ 
leagues is hugely important - many 
men who are suffering from mental 
ill health often feel like they have 
no-one to turn to, but having a barber 
who can spot the signs and offer 
advice and support could make all 
the difference. 

“Our barbering students will 
be going out into the community 
and this training will help them to 
make a valuable contribution to its 
wellbeing.” 

The event was hosted by Cardiff 
and Vale College, working in part¬ 
nership with sponsors Public Health 
Wales and the Cardiff and Vale 
University Health Board. 

Dr Annie Procter, Clinical Board 
Director for Mental Health Services 
at Cardiff and Vale UHB said: “I’m 
acutely aware of the impact that 
losing a loved one to suicide has on 
people, both as a doctor, a mother, 
a friend and a partner. We know 
that many people who are desperate 
enough to take their own lives never 
come anywhere near mental health 
services to seek help and support, 
so this partnership is absolutely 
brilliant.”

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AM’s disappointment as airport expansion 

scheme fails to take off 


A COSTLY scheme to build another run¬ 
way at Heathrow Airport failed to take off 
this week with a prominent AM branding 
the hold up as “very disappointing.” 

Judges in the Court of Appeal threw the airport’s 
third runway venture up in the air amid environmen¬ 
tal concerns. 

The court declared that the expansion scheme was 
unlawful as it did not take climate commitments 
into account. 

South Wales AM Andrew RT Davies said after 
the court’s decision was revealed: “This is a very 
disappointing decision from the Court of Appeal 
and the ruling could have wide-spread impact on a 
range of UK policy, potentially including the Welsh 
Government’s continued ownership and support for 
Cardiff Airport in Rhoose.” 

Mr Davies, who is also shadow environment 
minister, added: “Aviation won’t stop or reduce due 


to this decision, indeed, this business will simply 
go elsewhere, which will be to the detriment of UK 
PLC. 

“We need an upfront and frank conversation 
about the potential economic impact of climate 
change targets, which in the long-term have to be 
both realistic and attainable, and not to the detriment 
of hardworking people.” 

Judges at the Court of Appeal said that a third 
runway could get the go-ahead in the future as long 
as it complies with the UK’s climate policy. 

Transport Secretary Grant Schapps said that the 
government would not appeal against the recent 
ruling. 

However Heathrow Airport said it would chal¬ 
lenge the court’s decision at the Supreme Court. 

The expansion scheme, which would’ve seen 
some 700 extra planes arrive at the airport per day, 
was expected to cost around £14bn.

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Can we solve the 
tipping problem? 


ENVIRONMENTALIST Brian Mayne 
begins his new monthly column looking 
at everyday environmental issues. 

Brian is a fellow of the Royal Society of Arts, 
as well as the Chartered Institution of Wastes 
Management, Chartered Environmentalist and 
is recognised by the International Solid Waste 
Association as an International Waste Manager. 

He begins his monthly series of articles 
with a look at some of the issues surrounding 
fly-tipping. 

WELSH taxpayers spend nearly £2 million a year 
cleaning up rubbish dumped illegally in our cities, 
town, villages and countryside and this doesn’t 
include the money spent by landowners who have to 
pay to remove fly-tipping found on private land. But 
it’s not only the financial implications that we need 
to consider, what about the adverse impacts on our 
health, the damage to our environment and the risk 
to animal welfare? 

There were 35,076 instances of fly-tipping 
reported to local councils in Wales, 357 in the Vale. 
The Vale Council are responsible for investigating 
incidents. Fly-tipping can be organised criminal 
gangs dumping lorry-loads of rubbish to household¬ 
ers dumping a sofa. So, what can we do about it? 
Firstly, inform the Council. They have a designated 
page where you can do this online. If we have some¬ 
thing to dispose of, items can be offered free or sold 
on websites such as eBay, Freecycle, Preloved or 
Gumtree or donated to a charity shop. The Council 
will collect, but you’ll have to pay and if the waste 
is from a DIY project, and take it to the Household 
Waste Recycling Centre or arrange for someone else 
to dispose of it elsewhere at a registered waste site. 
If we pay someone to take away our unwanted items, 
such as skip hire or house clearance, we must check 
that the person or company taking it is a registered 
waste carrier; check online at the Natural Resources 
Wales website. Fly-tipping Action Wales recom¬ 
mends that when someone takes away our rubbish, 
we should write down the operator’s registration 
number, details of the business or vehicle and keep 
a receipt including description of the waste and 
company used. Always ask them before they start 
where the waste will go. It’s also worth pointing out 
that if we ask them to remove additional waste that

we’ve produced on our property, we must also check 
they are a registered waste carrier. If we can’t show 
that we took all reasonable steps to ensure that waste 
produced on our property is passed to a licensed 
individual to dispose of it, we risk a fine of £300 or 
even prosecution. 

It’s our responsibility to make sure that our waste 
is disposed of safely, legally and responsibly to play 
our part in tackling this scourge on our environment.

The search for interplanetary life 


IN 1995, scientists detected a planet 
orbiting a star 50 light years away in the 
constellation of Pegasus. 

This was the first planet discovered orbiting a 
main sequence star which is in the same stage of its 
evolution as our own Sun. Things have moved on 
apace since then, and just 12 months ago, on March 
12, 2019, the number of identified exoplanets 
exceeded 4,000. Of these, however, only 49 were 
judged as being potentially habitable - planets 
which have stable orbits around their stars in the 
so-called Goldilocks Zone where liquid water can 
be sustained on their surface. 

The majority of these 4,000 exoplanets were 
discovered by the Kepler Space Telescope, which 
reached the end of its life in mid-2018 after using 
up all of its fuel. That same year, to replace Kepler, 
NASA launched TESS the Transiting Exoplanet 
Survey Satellite on a two-year mission to continue 
exoplanet discovery. Transiting planets are those 
which pass in front of their star causing a drop in 
brightness as seen from the telescope. 

Both Kepler and TESS have revolutionised our 
understanding of exoplanets, but how do they 
differ? Launched in 2009, Kepler observed just a 
relatively small, fixed portion of the sky, whereas 
TESS is surveying the whole sky split into 26 
overlapping sectors. It spends a month observing 
each sector over the course of its two-year mission. 

Their observing strategies also differ; Kepler’s 
fixed view and long exposure times allowed it to 
focus on the more distant, dimmer stars. TESS, 
however, looks at the nearby, brightest targets. The 
great advantage of this is that planet candidates 
around these closer stars will be easier to observe 
using ground based telescopes. 

So, what have we learned from TESS? With just 
a month or so to go, TESS has identified just under 
2,000 candidate exoplanets of which 41 have been 
confirmed to date. About 100 light years away, in the 


little-known constellation Dorado, TESS has found a 
planetary system named TOI 700 which includes the 
first Earth-size habitable zone planet discovered so 
far. Its star is a cool dwarf, about 40% of the size of 
our Sun and about half its surface temperature, and 
scientists have observed multiple transits of three 
planets. The outermost of these is just 20% larger 
than Earth and the only one of the three in the star’s 
habitable zone. It orbits the star every 47 days and 
receives from it about 85% of the energy which the 
Sun provides to Earth. The exact conditions on the 
planet are unknown, but researchers are employing 
computer modelling to judge whether its surface 
temperatures and pressures may be suitable for 
habitability. 

More exciting for planet hunters, a very difficult 
but promising Direct Imaging method has been 
developed. As the name suggests, Direct Imaging 
allows for the capture of actual exoplanet images. 
Infrared photography is used as, at this wavelength, 
a star will appear 1,000 times less bright than at 
visual wavelengths. Only 100 exoplanets have so 
far been identified by Direct Imaging but although 
rare, wherever direct detections can be made, sci¬ 
entists can glean valuable information on planets. 
The spectra reflected from a planet’s atmosphere 
allows astronomers to obtain accurate information 
about its composition. This leads to characterisation 
of the planet and a possible determination of its 
habitability. In the case of a planet orbiting the star 
Fomalhaut, for example, Direct Imaging has led to 
a determination of the planet’s mass and the con¬ 
firmation of a massive ring system. Until now, this 
technology works best for planets with wide orbits 
(where the obscuring effect of their star is lessened) 
and for planets which are particularly massive. So 
not too useful as yet in searching for potentially 
habitable planets. 

But who knows what the future holds for us?

Welsh Government should ‘get 
behind business’ 


IN a passionate debate 
tabled by the Welsh 
Conservatives on February 
26, the Shadow Minister 
for Transport called on the 
Labour administration to 
recognise the importance 
of roads as vital economic 
arteries which promote 
prosperity. 

Russell George AM/AC drove 
home the case for a re-think of 
roads infrastructure policy and 
delivery in Wales, which has been 
subject to delays, overspends, 
and missed opportunities for a 
decade. The most recent embar¬ 
rassment for the Welsh Labour 
administration was the Auditor 
General’s scathing recent report 
on Section 2 of the A465, which 
is over budget by £100 million 
and overdue by - when complete 
- three years. The report included 
a caveat: the full cost and the real 
completion date are ‘uncertain’. 

Mr George said: “A failure to 
properly plan the long-term deliv¬ 
ery of new road infrastructure and 
road improvement schemes, a fail¬ 
ure to appropriately manage the 
procurement and delivery of road 
schemes and a failure to support 
Wales’ road network with appro¬ 
priate levels of financing have 


resulted in a road transport system 
that is completely unable to cope 
with current levels of demand. All 
of this is having a major detrimen¬ 
tal impact on Wales’ productivity, 
competitiveness and economic 
future, all aspirations of the Welsh 
Government’s Prosperity for All 
Economic Action Plan.” 

Continuing, Mr George said: 
“One of the worst and worry¬ 
ing examples of the Welsh 
Government’s poor management 
of the road network in Wales is 
of course the level of ongoing 
congestion on the M4 motorway. 
Wales’ only strategic road has 
been blighted by huge traffic 
congestion for many years, and 
the Welsh Government has yet to 
provide an adequate solution to 
that problem. 

“While the Welsh Government 
has been dithering and shelving 
any meaningful schemes, the 
volume of traffic on the M4 is 
increasing.” Mr George said 
that Welsh Conservatives were 
“hugely disappointed” that the 
First Minister took the unilateral 
decision not to proceed with 
the M4 relief road in spite of 
the support offered by the UK 
Government, especially since an 
independent inquiry - which cost 
the taxpayer £144m - concluded 
that the M4 relief road should 


be built. 

He added: “The Planning 
Inspectorate’s Report found that 
the Welsh Government’s asser¬ 
tion that it would be inconsistent 
with its declaration of a climate 
emergency is incorrect. The report 
found that, and I quote, ‘... the 
scheme would save about 4,324 
tonnes of user carbon emitted 
to the Welsh road network each 
year, with increasing savings into 
the future’.” 

The Shadow Transport 
Minister called on the Welsh 
Government to work with the 
UK Government to deliver an M4 
relief road as soon as possible. 
“We’re of course disappointed 
with the result of the debate, and 
the failure of Members from other 
parties to acknowledge that roads 
are an intrinsic part of the trans¬ 
port infrastructure mix here. They 
seem not to acknowledge the con¬ 
tinuing reliance on them because 
of the paucity of public transport 
in Wales under this Welsh Labour 
administration. The Welsh gov¬ 
ernment must get behind business, 
and back an integrated transport 
policy, because this government 
is not doing enough to facilitate 
faster, cleaner, efficient transport 
for commuters, businesses, learn¬ 
ers, and tourists.”

But I am prepared to work 
with him and the Welsh Government to make that 
a reality through our excellent women offenders’ 
strategy.”

The Gem visits 
the Mughal 
Emperor 


THERE is some¬ 
thing about the 
A48 that seems to 
encourage longev¬ 
ity in restaurants. 

The Aubrey Arms 
and the Old Post have 
been there for more than 
60 years and, on the 
Cowbridge bypass, The 
Mughal Emperor has 
been a fixture for more 
than 25. 

There are advantages 
to this, in that you build 
up a loyal fan base from 
quite a wide area, and 
that is certainly true of 
The Mughal, who have 
regulars coming from 
Cardiff or Newport 
in the east, and from 
Swansea in the west, 
and from all points in 


between. 

The disadvantage is 
that over time you blend 
into the scenery, and 
people on the bypass just 
pass by. So The Gem 
thought it was high time 
that it investigated why 
all those regulars make 
the journey. 

The first thing you 
notice is that The 
Mughal Emperor has 
dispensed with the tradi¬ 
tional Indian restaurant 
design elements. There 
is no flock wallpaper 
and no pictures from the 
days of The Raj. 

It’s bright, clean 
and classical, taking 
advantage of the high 
ceiling to give a sense of 
space. It’s classy as well 
as classical, and it’s a 


comforting feeling when 
you arrive. 

You sit down and 
examine the impressive 
menu, which looks 
expensive, but you are 
soon reassured when 
you see that the average 
price for starters is £3.95 
to £4.50. 

There’s plenty of 
choice (and the same 
goes for main courses). 
Lamb Passanda as a 
starter for £4.50 was 
tempting, as was the 
Chicken Gastabo (diced 
chicken, marinated in 
garlic, with green pep¬ 
pers, tomatoes and herbs 
and spices). 

However, I went for 
the Prawn Puri, prawns 
in a rich sauce served 
with deep-fried leavened 


bread. It was a pleasant 
surprise to me because 
I have had mini puris in 
the past that were light 
and crunchy. 

This was much more 
substantial - almost 
a meal in itself - with 
the very good sauce and 
prawns folded between 
the bread; not a million 
miles away from a 
burrito. It was a highly 
enjoyable start to the 
meal. 

My guest, to be honest, 
didn’t do me any favours 
by ordering garlic mush¬ 
rooms (£3.95). There’s 
not a lot a reviewer can 
say about garlic mush¬ 
rooms but she was happy 
to confirm that the dish 
delivered exactly what 
she wanted in terms of 
texture, and the mix of 
garlic and butter sauce 
was just right. 

It took a long time to 
settle on a main course 
but in the end, my guest 
settled on the tradirional 
section of the menu 
(all the old favourites 
are here) and ordered a 
Lamb Bhuna. Excellent 
value once again at 
£7.95, and she was very 
pleased with the dish, 
which offered plenty of 
tender lamb and a good 
rich sauce. 

I went to the Chefs 
Recommendation sec¬ 
tion, where again there

was a considerable 
choice. I tend to 
be drawn to dishes 
that are new to me, 
so I went for the 
Manipuri Chicken 
Palong - chicken 
breast stuffed with 
spinach and cheese, 
with lamb keema 
and curry leaves, 
finished with the 
chef’s special 
sauce, which was 
tomato based and 
mildly spiced. 

This turned out 
be excellent, full 


of flavour and the 
sort of dish where 
you want to clean 
the plate. However, 
The Mughal 
Emperor has all the 
usual extras: poppa- 
doms, naan breads 
and rices, and the 
cumulative effect 
was that it was just 
too filling. 

That fine Prawn 
Puri starter was 
clearly a factor, as 
well. I did, how¬ 
ever, nearly finish 
it! 


The generous 
portions at the 
Mughal probably 
affect its dessert 
sales. There’s a 
tempting choice of 
ice creams but my 
guest and I were 
just too full. 

I need hardly add 
that there is a good 
range of beers and 
wines to accom¬ 
pany any choice 
of meal, and that 
the overwhelming 
impression you get 
from eating at the 


Mughal Emperor 
is that it is a res¬ 
taurant that knows 
how to meet diners’ 
expectations. 

We ate there 
on a Wednesday 
evening, not the 
busiest night of the 
week, but a steady 
stream of custom¬ 
ers - all clearly 
enjoying their 
meal - suggests to 
me that there are 
plenty of people 
around south Wales 
who appreciate 


and enjoy what 
the Mughal has to 
offer. 

There are diners 
out there who are 
always looking for 
the newest place, 
but restaurants that 
have survived for 
a decent length 
of time do so for 
a reason, and The 
Mughal Emperor 
is definitely proof 
of that particular 
pudding!

A look at Wales’ first Taco Bell 


TACO Bell opened its first 
restaurant in Wales this week 
offering Mexican cuisine on 
the Vale of Glamorgan’s door¬ 
step. Reporter Ariane Hill was 
invited to the official launch 
party to find out more. 

The first Taco Bell in Wales opened 
its doors on March 2, bringing a taste 
of the American franchise’s Mexican 
food to Cardiff. 

I was invited to the official launch 
party last Thursday, February 27 
where I was able to take a peek at the 
new restaurant on St Mary Street and 
try a sample of the food which will be 
on the menu. 

The new restaurant, which seats 49 
people, is open for both delivery and 
to dine-in. 

The design of the restaurant is open 
and bright, what you’d hope for from a 
modem fast food restaurant - happily 
social with an array of seating. 

A highlight of my experience, food 
aside, was probably the staff as once y 
I had made them aware that I am 
vegetarian, they took great care ii 
bringing me vegetarian samples/^ 
and explaining 
detail what, 
was in eacl 
dish. 

The many 
samples 
which staff' 
took around 
the restaurant 
to everyone 

for them to pick’ 
and choose from, 
were generous half’ 
portions of selected 



dishes from the menu. 

I tried a hard taco, a soft taco, the 
Cmnchwrap Supreme, the Volcano 
Burrito, the fajitas quesadilla, loaded 
fries, a Lemon Quench Freeze and 
churros with caramel sauce. 

Guests arrived at Taco Bell on 
Thursday evening to loaded nachos 
ready to be shared and an abundance 
of hot sauce - all of varying spice 
levels. 

On a personal level, either the hard 
taco or the Cmnchwrap Supreme was 
my favourite as both boasted crispy 
textures, cheese, fresh salad, pleas¬ 
antly spicy sauce and pico de gallo. 

Fellow vegetarians, rejoice! as there 
is not only the vegetarian option of 
black beans, but they can be subsituted 
for the meat in any of the dishes - or 
removed if you’re not a bean lover. 

Unexpectedly, the Lemon Quench 
Freeze was a very welcome addition to 
fie evening as it was the perfect 
palate cleanser and mouth cooler 
before the churros - cooked fresh 
in store. 

Unlike other fast food restaurants 
such as McDonalds, which is only 
across the road, there are alcoholic 
options such as Sol lager or a Freeze 
containing mm or tequila for adults. 
The one piece of advice for any 
kfood-lover looking to try the new 
l/-r aC0 wou ld be to make sure 
Er you grab a good handful of napkins 
at the beginning - as there is no clean 
way of eating items like hard tacos or 
loaded nachos. 

Hundreds of people queued for five 
hours to enter the American chain res¬ 
taurant on Monday when it officially 
opened to the public with the promise 
that the first 100 customers would 
receive free tee shirts.

IT’S possible to create an attractive garden in the 
smallest of spaces that won’t break the bank, by 
choosing the right plants and by making the most 
of every available surface, whether you’ve got a 
patio, balcony or just a window ledge. 

Perhaps the easiest and cheapest way to give your patio a 
quick makeover is to use seasonal bedding plants to provide 
some instant colour. 

Whether you go for pansies or old-fashioned begonias, 
robust geraniums with their distinctive scent or sweet busy 
Lizzies you can get an easy pop of colour with a good selection 
of plants and pots. 

Small trees, shrubs and just about any other plant can be 
grown in pots on a patio. Where space is really tight, under¬ 
plant larger specimens with low-growing plants to really make 
the most of every available centimetre. 

For instance, trailing nasturtiums, herbs or fast-growing 
leafy salads look great when planted around the base of a 
containerised standard tree. 

Don’t forget that you can always go up as well ... so take 
advantage of your vertical space. 

There are many clever growing kits available that allow you 
to grow flowers and edibles on walls and fences - which add 
greenery and texture to your outside space. 

Embrace the natural style and elements. Cottage gardens 
have classic appeal and are easy to re-create by using old 


materials and soft, romantic planting. 

Rustic, unfinished wood, warm pebbles and lightly dis¬ 
tressed brickwork all work together to provide a natural, 
unfussy aesthetic. 

A weathered shabby chic bench surrounded by planted up 
pots will provide a comfortable place to sit and relax; and if 
your patio is partly shaded then think about plants that are 
happy in those conditions such as hydrangeas, violas and ferns. 

The joy about container growing is that you can move plants 
around so that your garden is a constantly changing canvas and 
works with the seasons. 

As spring gets underway, usually by mid-March, the more 
frequent sunny days provide the opportunity for an increasing 
range of gardening tasks. 

It’s time to get busy preparing seed beds, sowing seed, 
cutting back winter shrubs and generally tidying up around 
the garden. 

Jobs for this month as recommended by the RHS should 
include: Protect new spring shoots from slugs; plant shallots, 
onions and early potatoes; plant summer flowering bulbs; lift 
and divide clumps of perennials; top dress containers with fresh 
compost; mow the lawn on dry days; cut back dogwood and 
willow grown for winter stems; hoe and mulch weeds to keep 
them under control early; start feeding fish and using the pond 
fountain; prune bushes and climbing roses.
